A C o m p lica ted M u rd er C ase. 
C o lu s a , July 16th.—Deputy Sheriff Per­ 
due lias just arrived with K. P. McCurdy 
and Fred Drehl, each charging t lie other 
with the murder of Chas. Drehl. It is a 
complicated case. Last Friday these three 
came to Colusa, where McCurdy had a 
number of acquaintances. He told them 
that some years ago he had found a gold 
mine in the coast range, and that he and 
the two young men with him were going 
out to prospect it. On this representation, 
and the indorsement of McCurdy’s friends, 
they got horses anti started out. On Sat 
urday night they camped just over the di­ 
vide between Lake and Colusa counties, 
near the Bartlett Springs road. On Sunday 
evening young Drehl reached Leesvillé, 
and told that in the morning McCurdy and 
his brother had gone out prospecting, and 
that the former returned in the afternoon 
alone, stating that 
his 
brother 
had 
started 
for 
camp two 
hours 
ahead 
of him. 
Late 
in the afternoon* the 
two started out to find the missing man. 
and that McCurdy struck him with a pros­ 
pecting pick, knocking him down ; that he 
sprang up, and that they clinched and 
fought for quite aw hile; that he got Mc­ 
Curdy, who is about 60 years of age. down, 
and told him he could kill him. but lie 
wanted him to show him whore his brother 
was, which McCurdy promised to do ; tfiat 
when they had walked a short distance 
further, he again attacked him, when he 
again let up oil him : that finally he went in 
one direction and McCurdy in another. A 
party was engaged to go in searqjj of the 
missing man, and the body w as found Mon­ 
day afternoon in a country so rough that 
the men had to carry it some three miles 
to the road. With it was a small pick, with 
which he had been killed. 
The searching 
party went to Stanton’s, iu Little Indian 
vc.llev, and there found McCurdy, consider­ 
ably bruised up. who told about the same 


storv as the other, except that the two 
brothers went out to prospect, and that the 
survivor had made an attempt on his life. 
The killing was done in Iatkc county, but 
officer Perdue arrested both the men, and 
thev are now in jail. An inquest was held, 
by G. C. Ingrim, J. P., who resides in Colusa 
county, near the scene of the homicide. 
The surviving brother had some $500, and 
he thinks this money was the motive of 
the murder. 
All the circumstances are 
against McCurdy. It was he w ho had the 
knowledge of a gol.l mine, where there was 
never any more evidence of gold than in a 
brick kiln. All the parties came from Ari­ 
zona. tutd the gold mine seems to have been 
the object in view.

A T e rrib le T im e A p p roach in g. 
The jteriod between I860 and 1885 cannot 
fail to excite the liveliest interest with as­ 
tronomers. as the four great planets, Saturn, 
Neptune, Uranus and Jupiter will then he 
in perihelion for the first time in about 
4.000 years, and in consequence of this re­ 
markable event it is believed that the cli­ 
matic conditions of the earth will be dis­ 
turbed, and produce alternate degrees of 
heat, cold, rains, floods, hurricanes and 
fatal epidemics. During the sixth and six­ 
teenth centuries of the Christian era three 
of the above planets were in perihelion, 
and from that or some other cause floods, 
hurricanes, earthquakes, sickness and the 
plague extended over the world and de­ 
stroyed vast amounts of life and property. 
In the sixth century the plague broke out 
in the East, anti, sweeping over Africa, 
Asia and Europe, destroyed, it is esti­ 
mated, 
100,000,000 
people. 
The 
city 
of Alexandria lost 200,000 inhabitants. In 
Constantinople 2,000 died per day during 
three months, and in and around Rome 
during the same time 3,000 died per day. 
A large number of cities, villages and pro­ 
vinces in Eastern Europe, Western Asia 
and Northern Africa were almost depopu­ 
lated, and remained in that condition 
several centuries. The people fled panic- 
stricken in every direction, and for miles 
around those cities the dead were left un­ 
buried, and thus tilling the air with pesti­ 
lential odors added additional horrors to 
the scenes of distress and misery. In the 
sixteenth century the plague ravaged the 
world again. Constantinople lost 200,000 
people, and in and around Rome, Naples 
and other cities of Italy, 40#,000 died in five 
years. Fifteen millions perished in China, 
and 30,000,000 died in 
the 
countries 
bordering on the Red, Black and .Mediter­ 
ranean seas. Marseilles lost “5,000 inhab­ 
itants in six months, and in and around 
London 250,000 died in three years, aud in 
that city tiros were kept burning day and 
night a long time to purify the air, which 
seemed vitiated several years. Ireland lost 
300.000 people, Paris 100,000, Madrid 71,000, 
Alexandria 50,000, and the total loss of life 
by the plague and famine of the sixteenth 
century is estimated -at 120,000,000. 
If the 
foregoing calamities were the result of throe 
planets in perihelion, what may be antici­ 
pated from the four now approaching peri­ 
helion ? The theory entertained is that the 
perihelion ofthe four great planets will affect 
the sun, and the sun in turn will injuri­ 
ously affect the earth, and hence disastrous 
consequences to life and property will fol­ 
low.—[New York World.

AFTERNOON SESSION'. 
On reassembling this afternoon the t ‘oni- 
m itteeon Permanent Organization reported 
the following list of permanent officers and 
an order of business : 
President, A. 11. Redstone; Vice-Presi­ 
dents, A. I). Nelson and Dr. George Hew- 
ston ; Treasurer, F. A. Potter; Secretary, 
Parker J. Merwin. These officers were 
elected. 
Mr. Redstone made a brief speech, saying 
that he was prouder to be Chairman of this 
Convention than he would be if elected to 
preside over any other political < Convention 
m the United States. He anticipated that 
the aggressive force of B. I*. Butler would 
win a victory in some section*. He was 
addressing a party of patriots who rise 
ubove ordinary tricky political 
parties. 
This party might have its Valley Forge, as 
did the patriots o f '70, but it has’ its future 
of glory. 
Mr. Woodward, of Saeramento, made a 
speech while waiting for the Committee on 
Platform. 
He said that this party might at leas', 
scare the enemy if it cannot elect its own 
man. It will be able to create considerable 
stir during the campaign. It can defeat the 
Democratic party if Butler cannot be elect­ 
ed. The Democratic party lias no chance, 
and the election lies between Blaine and 
Butler. 
Mr. Kinley of I.os Angeles also spoke, 
lie said a real Greenbackcr is an anti-mo­ 
nopolist, and an anti-monopolist is a natu­ 
ral Greenbackcr. W ith harmony the ban­ 
ners of this party would at no distant time 
be carried to victory. 
Mr. Breed of Sail Luis Obispo predicted 
that the Democratic party, which for years 
has failed, will never succeed, but the peo­ 
ple will eventually triumph. 
G. B. Merriam of Snn Francisco said that 
something should be done to elevate labor, 
and now is the time. He hoped that this 
Convention would amount to something. 
Mr. Shear of Sacramento said that this 
party is indebted to the Republican Samson 
for spending its money to nominate for the 
Democracy the weakest man who could be 
put up—Cleveland. 
If the workingmen do 
not act for themselves the stones in the 
street will rise up to act for them. 
Messrs. Cnbery and others spoke to fill in 
the time, each predicting victory at some 
future time for the parties here represented. 
At 2:30 o’clock this afternoon, after the 
Convention had listened steadily two hours 
to speech-making, and one delegate sat 
nodding and fast asleep in his chair, 
some curiosity wns manifested concerning 
tlic Committee on Resolutions. A rumor 
spread, through the Convention that the 
committee had gone out for lunch. A dele­ 
gate volunteered to look into this matter, 
and returned with the information that the 
committee had been out to lunch and had 
returned, and added, that “ they are tus com­ 
fortable as could be expected under the cir­ 
cumstances.”

F r a n c isc o , July 16th.—This after­ 
noon, about 1 o’clock, the initial accident 
on the Telegrapb-bill Cable Railroad took 
place, and although not serious in its re­ 
sults yet initiated the road into the slips 
and twists in railroad atFairs. There is but 
one track for the cars to run on, and this 
switches off half way up the hill to allow 
the car coming down the hill to pass by the 
car coming up. Yesterday car No. 1 hauled 
car No. 3, a new ear which has never been 
used, and which was being brought to the 
top of the hill to be started to work, 
as far as the first switch, and being unable 
to carry it any farther, left it there for No. 
2 to complete the work. The latter car was 
then on its trip down the bill, and on its re­ 
turn up it was expected to push up the 
next ear left on the switch.

S a n F r a n c isc o, July 16th.—To-day the 
first carload of beer that was ever sent from 
California to the East was shipped in a re­ 
frigerator ear. packed in six thousand 
pounds of ice, by the Fredericksburg Brew­ 
ing (’ompany, of San Jose. The shipment 
was not made as an experiment, but as a 
business transaction on its merits. The 
betw was consigned to Max Romer, of Chi­ 
cago, who was here and tested it. The car 
was decorated with evergreens, and bore 
the inscription : "San Jose, California, to 
Chicago, Greeting.” 
It is expected that 
other shipments will follow. The Central 
Pacific gave the shippers every encourage­ 
ment in fixing rates and dispatching goods. 
California beer is said to be superior on ac­ 
count of the excellence of the barley grown 
in this State and the purity of artesian well 
water. 
A C o m p lica ted M u rd er C ase. 
Colusa, July 10th.—Deputy Sheriff Per­ 
due has just arrived with E. P. McCurdy 
aud Fred Dreld, each charging the other 
with the murder of Chas. Drehl. It is a 
complicated case. Last Friday these three 
came to Colusa, where McCurdy had a 
number of acquaintances. He told them 
that some years ago he had found a gold 
mine in the coast range, and that he and 
the two young men with him were going 
out to prospect it. On this representation, 
and the indorsement of McCurdy’s friends, 
they got horses :ind started out’. On Sat­ 
urday night they camped just over the di­ 
vide between Lake and Colusa counties 
near the Bartlett Springs road. On Sunday 
evening young Drehl reached Leesviilc. 
and told that in the morning Met ’urdy and 
his brother had gone out prospecting, and 
that the former returned in the ntteruoon 
alone, stating that 
his 
brother 
had 
started 
for 
camp two 
hours 
ahead 
of him. 
Late 
in the afternoon ‘ the 
two Oarted out to find the missing man, 
and that McCurdy struck him with a pros­ 
pecting pick, knocking him down ; that he 
sprang up, and that they clinched and 
fought for quite aw hile; that he got Mc­ 
Curdy, who is about 60 years of age, down, 
and told him he could kill him. but he 
wanted him to show him where his brother 
was, which McCurdy promised to d o ; that 
when they hail walked a short distance 
further, he again attacked him. when he 
again letup on him : that finally he went in 
one direction and McCurdy in another. 
A 
party was engaged to go in searq^ of the 
missing man, and the body was found Mon­ 
day afternoon in a country so rough that 
the men had to carry it some three miles 
to the road. YVith it was a small pick, with 
which he had been killed. 
The searching 
party went to Stanton’s, iu Little Indian 
valley, and there found McCurdy, consider­ 
ably braised tip. who told about the same 


story as the other, except that the two 
brothers went out to prospect, and that the 
survivor had made an attempt on his life. 
The killing was done in I>ake county, but 
officer Perdue arrested both the men, and 
they are now in jail. An inquest was held, 
by 
e. Ingrim, J. P..who resides in Colusa 
county, near the scene of the homicide. 
The surviving brother had sonic iodO, and 
hethinks this money was the motive of 
the murder. 
All the circumstances are 
against McCurdy. It was he who had the 
knowledge of a gold mine, where there was 
never any more evidence of gold than in a 
brick kiln. All the parties came from Ari­ 
zona. and the gold mine seems to havebeen 
the object in view.

A T e rr ib le T im e A p p ro a c h in g . 
The period betweeu 1880 and 1885 cannot 
fail to excite the liveliest interest with as­ 
tronomers, as the four great planets, Saturn, 
Neptune. Uranus and Jupiter will then be 
in perihelion 1'or the first time in about 
4.000 years, and in consequence of this re­ 
markable event it is believed that the cli­ 
matic conditions of the earth will be dis­ 
turbed, and produce alternate degrees of 
heat, cold, rains, floods, hurricanes and 
fatal epidemics. During the sixth and six­ 
teenth centuries of the < hristian era three 
of the above planets were in perihelion, 
and from that or some other cause floods, 
hurricanes, earthquakes, sickness and the 
plague extended over the world and de­ 
stroyed vast amounts of life and property. 
In the sixth century the plague broke out 
in the East, and, sweeping over Africa, 
Asia and Europe, destroyed, it is esti­ 
mated, 
DK*,two,000 
people. 
The 
city 
of Alexandria lost 200,000 inhabitants. In 
Constantinople 2,000 died per day during 
three months, and in and around Rome 
during the same time 3,000 die«l per day. 
A large number of cities, villages aud pro­ 
vinces in Eastern Europe, Y\ estera Asia 
and Northern Africa were almost depopu­ 
lated, and remained in that condition 
several centuries. The people fled panic- 
stricken in every direction, and for miles 
around these cities the dead were left un­ 
buried, anti thus tilling the air with pesti­ 
lential odors added additional horrors to 
the scenes of distress and misery. In the 
sixteenth century the plague ravaged the 
world again. Constantinople lost 200,000 
people, and in and around Rome, Naples 
and other cities of Italy, 40#,000 died in five 
years. Fifteen millions perished in China, 
and 30,000,000 died in 
the 
countries 
bordering on the Red, Black and Mediter­ 
ranean seas. Marseilles lost 75,000 inhab­ 
itants in six months, and in and around 
London 250,000 die«l in three years, and in 
that city fires were kept burning day and 
night a long time to purify the air, which 
seemed vitiated several years. Ireland lost 
300.000 people, Paris 100,000, Madrid 71,000, 
Alexandria 5(1,000. and the total loss of life 
by the plague and famine of the sixteenth 
century is estimated -at 120,000,000. 
If the 
foregoing calamities were the result of three 
planets in perihelion, what may be antici­ 
pated from the four now approaching peri­ 
helion? The theory entertained is that the 
perihelion ofthe four great planets will affect 
the sun, and the sun in turn will injuri­ 
ously affect the earth, and hence disastrous 
consequences to life anti property will fol­ 
low.—[New York YVorld.

NOT ALARM, BUT ORDINARY PRE­ 
CAUTION. 
Dr. Meares, the Health Officer of San 
Francisco, who has had wide experience in 
treating epidemics and in public sanita­ 
tion, in an article in which he expresses 
the belief that cholera will reach thecoast 
says that the health officers should have 
force enough to enable the department to 
institute " house to house inspection," to 
see that vaults and drains are kept in a 
proper condition and all yards properly 
cleaned. One of the most fruitful sources 
of poison on which epidemics such as 
cholera and yellow fever feed, is decaying 
vegetable matter. In a city like Sacra­ 
mento the severest punishment should be 
meted out to those who cast out vegetable 
matter to decay iu the alleys and streets, 
instead of burying it or destroying it by 
lire, the better plan by far. “ House to 
house inspection ’’ is precisely what 
what is needed here. liut it will 
be valueless unless we have competent and 
fearless men to aid the Health Officer in 
the duty, and unless they are fully sus­ 
tained by the authorities. There must be 
no temporizing, no delays by law suits and 
appeals and catch-penny protests. 
We 
have no desire to alarm the people, but will 
not be privy to the act of deceiving them 
into neglect of ordinary precautions against 
the probable advent of an epidemic, since 
we are doubly menaced—with cholera from 
two quarters and yellow fever from one. One 
absolutely necessary and immediate step to 
be taken is the cleansing of our drains, 
and the purification so far as is possible of 
the pools south of the city and the notori­ 
ous China Slough on the north. This latter 
should have immediate attention, and its 
southern and eastern banks should he 
covered, after being cleaned, with new 
earth or sand, and the most vigilant 
guard maintained against its further 
pollution. There is something practical in 
the suggestion that was made here some 
years ago, to purify the slough by injecting 
into it a large amount of sediment from the 
American river. It is believed that this 
may he done hv means of a syphon pump 
and a flume iu a very rapid and economical 
manner, or by some similar method to that 
suggested. The objection that is raised to 
cleaning out cesspools and filth pits, on the 
ground that to empty the matter into the 
river or deposit it on lands near the city, 
will he inore dangerous than to let it re­ 
main as it is. lias no force. No one has 
proposed to dump it into the river, or to 
make of it a new disease-breeding bed 
Only the gross ignorance that masks 
itself behind 
anonymity in 
print 
would have drawn any such conclusion 
from tin- R ecord-U n io n ’b suggestions yes­ 
terday, and which were based on the best 
advice known to sanitary science and ox 
periencc. The destruction of the poisonous 
quality of the deposits by exposure and ar­ 
tificial heat, and other methods natural and 
artificial, is the very least of the task this 
city must undertake. The old ccssjkjoIs 
should be cleaned out before being filled up 
—that is highly essential. There are 
numerous house drains that lead into mere 
surface or box and keg pools, that are 
abominable nuisances and should be im­ 
mediately abated. The man who main­ 
tains such on his premises is guilty of a 
suicidal act, to say nothing of the exposure 
of his family and neighbors to disease. 
There is, as a San Francisco contemporary 
well remarks, no wisdom in being silent on 
these subjects—the truth should be spoken 
to the people tlmt there is imminent danger 
that cholera will enter this country. If we 
escape it will be simply miraculous. Quar 
antine never has, and will not now, serve 
as a complete protection, since passengers 
who are landed in perfect health are known 
to carry the seeds of the disease in their 
baggage, as was once the case in the Unites! 
fitates, w hen the epidem ic appeared in 
th ree w idely separated places sim ultane­ 


ously among people who came hither on 
European ships from infected ports, and 
had successfully passed the probationary 
period in quarantine. IV e must not place 
reliance upon quarantine and inspection of 
passengers—our single duty is to make 
ready for the possible. If we escape, we 
shall have the satisfaction of knowing that 
all we have done has promoted the general 
health. The duty of the hour is muni­ 
cipal and personal cleanliness, regularity of 
habit, avoidance of excesses, and such 
physical conduct as will best build up and 
strengthen the system to resist disease. AYe 
may not escape cholera or yellow fever— 
which latter is more to be dreaded, and has 
already appeared at Guaymas in a virulent 
form—but we may reduce the liability very 
greatlv of their producing a panic, or doing 
great harm. Hut whatever we do should 
be done at once, for, as Dr. Meares tells the 
people of San Francisco, and he is very far 
from being an alarmist, “ it cannot be told 
where or how the cholera may be intro­ 
duced—the one thing to do is to improve 
the sanitary condition of the city, and 
promptly.” 
_ _ 
A PRODIGAL SON’S PROTEST. 
The Democratic Convention at Chicago 
speaks feelingly of the failure which it 
charges upon the Republican party of re­ 
lieving the country of the burthen of a war 
tax. It. declared that the war taxes are 
continued. If there is any subject in all 
the realm of political topics upon which 
the Democratic party may with propriety 
keep silent, it is this subject of the war, 
and the taxes the war inflicted upon the 
country. The Democratic party inaugu­ 
rated a war to destroy the Union. It never 
paused to inquire how costly the war might 
prove. Hut the war was fought out, the 
Union preserved, and now somebody has 
to pay for it. The war debt was peculiarly 
a Democratic debt. It was a debt incurred 
to suppress Democratic treason—to prevent 
that party from cutting the throat of the 
nation. It is wholly due to the success of 
that war that the Democratic party is en­ 
abled now to assemble in a National Con­ 
vention. wherein both the South and the 
North have representation. If the Demo­ 
cratic party liad had its way, and if the 
heresies it believed in had prevailed in this 
Government, there would now have been 
five or six nations occupying the territory 
within the jurisdiction of the United States. 
In National Convention assembled, with 
representatives from .States united into a 
Federal Union constituting a great nation, 
with national powers, national prosperity, 
and a national destiny, it is little 
short of unblushing impudence to com­ 
plain of the Republican party that it has 
not suspended some of the war taxes, the 
burden of which is chargeable to the sins 
of the National Democracy. If the prodi­ 
gal son upon his return, instead of the 
resolution to say, “ Father, I have sinned, 
and am not worthy to be called thy son,” 
had resolved to go and tell the old man that 
by his profligacy, his debauches, his gam­ 
bling and riotous living, he had not only 
spent his patrimony, but had incurred 
debts, and had asked the old gentleman to 
indorse for him, and subsequently unani­ 
mously resolved that the old gentleman 
was committing a crime in using up his 
revenue to pay off the debts, the prodigal 
son would have acted iu a manner some­ 
what parallel with the stupidity and impu­ 
dence of the Democratic party in resolving 
that the Republican party is committing 
the crime of retaining war taxes, when it 
is well known that the tax of discharging 
the principal and interest of the vast na­ 
tional debt fell to the lot of the Republican 
party, and when it is also remembered that 
the debt, and the consequent necessity of 
war taxes, was created by Democratic ex­ 
travagance and Democratic treason.

WHO’S AFRAID. 
Wo are daily told that the election of 
Mr. Hiaine will tend to involve this nation 
in war.

If there be such 
let him speak. We do not believe that 
Mr. Blaine contemplates any entanglement 
of this country with other nations ; but we 
know lie does believe iu American asser­ 
tion. In all that concerns civilization, hu­ 
manity and the advancement of man, the 
United States has no right to remain silent. 
When in the great family of nations there 
is wrong done, it is the duty of Amer­ 
ica to protest, and if she fails to do she de­ 
serves to be execrated by men. We have 
the right to take our place among the 
world’s arbiters, and to be heard iu the 
world’s connsels. and the election of James 
G. Blaine means that we will do so. If 
that precipitates war, well and good—in 
suuh a cause it can do us only good. 
Ocr esteemed fellow-citizen, ex-Ministcr 
'argent, has forgotten to be logical when, 
in an interview, lie presents for the execra­ 
tion of his countrymen the monstrous ex­ 
ample of Prince Bismarck in prohibiting 
the importation of American pork for the 
purpose of protecting the home product, 
and in the same interview declares himself 
to be in favor of a protective j>olicy in the 
interest of American products. Mr. Sar­ 
gent informs the interviewer that his resi­ 
dence abroad has convinced him that the 
free trade doctrines of the Democratic party 
will not answer for this country, and that 
every sacrifice should be made to prevent 
tli*: Government falling into the hands of 
the Democracy, solely because of the 
value to American productions ot a pro­ 
tective policy. If protection is justifiable 
in the United States, it certainly is not 
wrong in Bismarck’s Government, and if 
Mr. Sargent is a high protectionist he is 
estopped frOTn finding fault with Bis­ 
marck’s desire to make a very practical 
application of Mr. Sargent’s own govern­ 
mental theory. 


E vkx the New York I'oft repudiates the 
charge that General Logan cheated the 
Zunis out of their lands.

The G overnm ent Cholera Precautions. 
Washington, July 16th.—Tlie Surgeon- 
General of tlie Marine Hospital says the 
Collectors of CustoAs all along the coast 
have been notified that persons from the 
cholera-infected districts reported arriving 
there by other than French vessels must 
give evidence that none of their baggage 
has been shipped from the infected dis­ 
tricts since June 20th. Instructions have 
also been issued to Customs Collectors to 
cause the disinfection of rags, and other 
freight of that character, coming from the 
infected districts. The officer in charge of 
the National Board of Health says that 
while he does not think the danger of an 
epidemic this year is very great, he expects 
that we shall have cholera in this country 
either this year or next. It does not usually 
rcacli us, lie says, very much before the 
second year after its appearance in Europe, 
but it is possible that it may come sooner 
now. 
Sanitary Condition of Philadelphia. 
P h ila d elph ia, July 16th.—The Times re­ 
porte the sanitary condition of the city as 
appalling, and savs*. “ Philadelphia is the 
least prepared of any city in the Union to 
resist the cholera. Major Yeale, the Health 
Officer, yesterday said the condition of the 
whole city is such as to make any thinking 
man tremble at the mention of a threat­ 
ened cholera epidemic. It is not our fault. 
We are allowed only $16,500 to abate the 
nuisances. That is not one-quarter enough 
money. Brooklyn, which covers only one- 
third this city’s area, gives the Health De­ 
partment $50,000 for a similar purpose.” 
“ Wherein lies tlie chief danger?" the re­ 
porter asked. 
“ In the nasty system of sinks and wells 
which exist here to an extent not found in 
any other city in America. This morning 
several cases are reported of vaults that 
have overflowed into cellars. In some of 
the small alleys and courts the inhabitants 
do not draw a wholesome breath during 
the summer.” 
The reporter visited the places indicated 
by the Health Officer, and found where a 
sewer had burst. The sewage flowed out 
into an open lot and dried. The exhala­ 
tions from it were sickening. At old As- 
bury churchyard excavations were going 
on and the dust and mold of old graves 
tilled the air with stench. A physician in 
tlie neighborhood said: “ My patients 
have been gradually getting their systems 
inoculated with this poison ever since these 
graves were opened last year. It has cre­ 
ated an epidemic of churchyard malaria. 
The iicat of the midday sun is stored up in 
the raw earth, and when the dew begins to 
fall it causes a mist to rise like stetnn from 
the festering mold, and the wind propels it 
into the bedrooms of everybody sleeping 
within half a mile of this foul piace." 
Sam pling W ell W ater. 
N ew York, July 16th.—Dr. Edson pro­ 
cured samples of water from wells in the 
dowu-town business districts, and will have 
the samples analyzed, as lie believes they 
contain impurities which would render 
them sources of danger should cholera ap­ 
licar. If the water is not wholesome tlie 
wells will be closed. 
The Sunday C oucirt O uestion. 
New York, July 16th.—The Herald says: 
The number and energy of the protests 
yesterday from all classes of people against 
tlie attempt of the Sabbath committee to 
stop the Sunday concerts in the Park, evi­ 
dently surprised the committee. A mem­ 
ber of the committee, who was interviewed, 
could not say what action tlie committee 
would take against the decision of General 
Viele, of the Park Commission, in favor of 
the concerts. He added: “ Tlie German 
papers, I see, are exulting over tlie first step 
in breaking down tlie odious American 
Sunday observance, and so it is we will 
soon be having the Sunday scenes on the 
Prater in Vienna and the Champs Elysees 
in Paris repeated in Central Park, which 
will then be nothing hut a second Coney 
Island, under municipal patronage. Mark 
my words, if the Anglo-American idea of 
Sunday-keeping and the Sabbath is done 
away with, there is destroyed the greatest 
safeguard against the encroachments of 
capitalists aud monopolists upon the rights 
of ilie people. Factories, mills and rail­ 
roads will be run on Sunday, and working 
people will he compelled to labor upon that 
day as on the other six days of tho week.”

Trouble with M iners. 
Columbus, July 16tb.—Trouble with the 
miners in Hocking valley has been in pro­ 
gress for some time. At New Straits- 
ville to-day tho entire Pinkerton police 
was arrested—half for riot, and the others 
for unlawfully usurping the office of Con­ 
stable.

T oulon, July 16th.- Eleven deaths from 
cholera have occured here since last night, 
including the Commissary of Police anil 
the chief prison warden. 
Railr*ad A ccident in England. 
London, July 16th.— An express train on 
the Manchester and Sheffield Railway was 
wrecked to-day. Five persons were killed 
and many injured. 
L ater.—Twenty-five persons were killed 
and forty seriously injured. It seems that 
the axle of tlie engine of the express train 
on the Manchester and Sheffield Railroad, 
near Penniston, broke, and the train 
jumped the track and fell through a bridge. 
Tlie scenes underneath the bridge, after 
the train had fallen, were terrible to wit­ 
ness. Tlie carriages were reduced almost 
to splinters. The groans of men tnd the 
shrieks of women and childen were heart­ 
rending in tlie extreme. Some delay was 
experienced before the victims could be 
extricated. Fearful Explosiou. 
P aris, July 16th.—A dispatch from Pon­ 
dicherry. the capital of the Frencli posses­ 
sions in India, states that a rocket ex­ 
ploded during the celebration of the fall of 
the Bastilc. The building contained a 
large quantity of fireworks, and a fearful 
explosion resulted. Fifteen persons were 
killed and many injured.

18, 1886, which will he the 100th anniver­ 
sary of his birth.

L ondon, July 14th.—There is a marked 
scarcity of American securities on sale just 
now in the London stock market, and the 
volume of shares is so small that even 
trivial purchases influence prices. 
Presented with the Albert M edal. 
L ondon, July 16th.—The Prince of Wales 
lias presented (’aptain James B. Eads, the 
well-known American engineer, with the 
Albert medal of the Society of Arts for 
1884. 
Sentenced to neath. 
S ligo (Ireland), July 16th.—Michael Mul- 
downev, ex-Constable, has been sentenced 
to death, for assisting in the tinder of 
Doherty, a farmer, in 1881, who was guard­ 
ing the residence of Thomas Henry Burke, 
Under Secretary for Ireland, and for hav­ 
ing joined secret societies. Muldowney 
protested his innocence, and charged the 
Crown with attempting to suborn a witness 
from America.

O rnam enting School, Grounds. 
It is pleasant to read the warm words 
spoken by gqod and influential men iu 
favor of planting school grounds not only 
for adornment and shelter, but for all the 
reason for which pictures are put into 
school-books—to teach facts and to impress 
them by actual seeing, so that the lessons 
cannot be forgotten. No pictures can be 
quiet so true or so fully detailed as tlie 
living objects, which are each a volume in 
themselves, turning new views to the ob­ 
server continually. There is an increasing 
advocacy of this excellent sort of school 
equipment; and we must hope that there 
is increasing practice of it, especially 
since 
several 
leading firms have 
published their readiness to supply 
seeds and plants for school-yard planting 
at almost no cost, certain conditions to se­ 
cure them being observed. One speaker 
on this subject lately said that the children 
must be depended upon for the ornamenta­ 
tion of the country. It is time then to be­ 
gin their lessons. Another writer says that 
sanitary improvement, especially as regards 
cesspools, sewers, etc., should have its first 
patterns on the school grounds, whence it 
would spread through towns and homes. 
Every school board, wherever it is possi­ 
ble, should on that account include at least 
one capable, energetic and public-minded 
physician. The children should, by all 
means, have a share in the planting, nam­ 
ing and registry of tlie trees, as well as in 
their care.—[Northwestern.

Matters. — Fish Commissioner 
Buckingham has received a communication 
from Livingston Stone, U. S. Fish Commis­ 
sioner, to the effect that the Government 
has dec ided to abandon the fish-hatching 
establishment in the McCloud river. This 
will be a great injury to the fish interests 
of the coast, unless the Legislature makes 
an appropriation sufficient for tlie carrying 
cm of th e establishment in tlie interest of 
the State, as the sulmoti in the Sacramento 
and o th er streams will soon be exhausted, 
owing to the great number of nets now in 
use, when the supply is not replenished by 
planting young fish. Mr. Buckingham has 
also received a communication from W. J. 
Clarke, ot College City, Colusa county, who 
in April last appeared before the Commis­ 
sioners and called attention to the great de­ 
struction of fish in the Big Meadows, 
Plumas county, caused by trout from 
Fdhther river entering a canal belonging to 
a mining company and being carried into 
a lake from which they are unable to 
emerge, and where they die by the thou­ 
sands 
He says the destruction still goes 
on, and he urges the Commission to keep 
its promise to visit the scene and ascertain 
the cause of the trouble. He ulso states 
that further down the Feather Chinese 
have traps and dams which prevent trout 
from going up and down, and where they 
are slaughtered in great numbers whilst 
hemmed in. Mr. Clarke also calls attention 
to the Lawrence dam, near Forty-Foot 
Falls, which, he says, is an insurmountable 
obstruction to fish. Commissioner Buck­ 
ingham says he intends to communicate 
with Commissioner Dibble immediately 
about affairs at Big Meadows, and, if pos­ 
sible. have that gentleman go there and in­ 
vestigate.

C H A U TA U Q U A A SSE M B L Y . 


C losing Sessions—T em p eran c e M e e tin g - 
G ra d u atin g E xercises. 
E ds. Record-Union : A feature of the 
Thursday afternoon assembly at Pacific 
Grove was a temperance meeting, under 
the auspices ol the W. C. T. Ü. Rev. IV'm 
H. Hill, Chaplain of San Quentin, re­ 
viewed the important subject under con­ 
sideration in an interesting address, in 
which he stated that he was one of the 
rare men on this coast who had never used 
liquor or tobacco, and for fifty-six years 
had been enlisted in the temperance cause. 
He reviewed the fact as to the number who 
die annually as drunkards in the United 
States, and did not wonder that women 
were rising, in their strength to stop this 
dreadful slaughter. Referring to the fact 
that women were now admitted to school 
boards, he gallantly wished that all Trus­ 
tees were women. Temperance teaching in 
the schools and Bands of Hope would exert 
a grand influence in the right direction. 
The laws are far better than the enforce­ 
ment of them ; for there is a law forbidding 
the sale of liquor to minors, and vet boys 
are seen coming out of saloons, and the in 
ference is that they did not go there for 
nothing. The law also provides that liquor 
shall not be sold within a mile of public in­ 
stitutions. How is that enforced? 
[Mr. Editor, how does this speak for Sac­ 
ramento and her 400 saloons? And we beg 
to inquire if the State Capitol is not the 
very public institution where that law 
chanced to be made.] 
Of San Quentin, the speaker told us that 
,80 per cent, of the 1,150 prisoners are there 
confined, directly or indirectly, through 
liquor: and, sad to relate, sixty of tlie in­ 
mates are boys under 17 years of age. 
There are no less than three saloons be­ 
tween the prison and the place of departure 
for those discharged drunkards. What a 
record for those who are supposed to en­ 
force the law ! 
Tlie lecture closed with words of en­ 
couragement and hope for those noble 
women who are laboring with such untir­ 
ing zeal for the good of the rising genera­ 
tion. Mrs. Gove made tlie following state­ 
ment : A teacher in Sonoma county failed 
to make his school successful because many 
of the parents anded to their children’s 
lunches a bottle of wine, and, in conse­ 
quence, the scholars became too stupid to 
study. 
Another incident was related of a large 
wine-grower who has recently planted an 
orchard in an adjoining county, that his 
sons, now young men, may be employed 
away from home, and away from the free 
wine-bibbing indulged in at home, by 
which they are fast becoming drunkards.-

Saturday the entire property of the City 
f Salem Mills Company was sold and 
transferred to the Salem, Oregon, Capital 
Flour Mills Company (limited) of Scotland. 
The consideration was $220,1)00. 
At Madison, Washington Territory, on 
July ftli, a Scandinavian named OLseii and 
John Campbell, a negro, had a tight. Olsen 
was knocked down, and a kick in the neck 
killed him. Campbell is under arrest on a 
charge of murder. 
Twelve Chinamen made a bold attempt 
to rob the sluices of the Canada mine, at 
Port Wine, Sierra countv, a few nights ago. 
Their intention was to kill the two white 
watchmen, but their plan failed, and some 
twenty shots were fired before they were 
iriveii off. 
The project that was set on foot some 
years ago of flaming lumber and wood 
lown tlie Santa Ana canyon from the San 
Bernardino mountain has lain dormant for 
a long time. Now, however. Eastern capi­ 
tal haadaken hold of the enterprise and it 
proml™» to be pushed to a completion. 
Mrs. Alfred, whose husband was killed 
by the cars some time ago, brought suit at 
Suisun against the railroad, asking for dam’ 
ages in the sum of $25,000. The case was 
heard by a jury in the Superior Court on 
tlie 9th instant, when the jury returned a 
verdict of $7,500 in favor of the widow.
